Now we have Colonel Livingston, of 
the Atlanta district.

Senator Gordon and State Banks. 

Senator Gordon entered the arena of 
debate in the senate today. He introduced 
a bill to suspend the 10 per cent tax on 
state banks for six months. It is practi- 
cally a proposition to allow banks to issue 
certified checks. Before the clerk had read 
it. Senator Gordon took the floor. 

It was not, fe said, a panacea for 

our ills, but he believed solemnly 
that if it were enacted -into law it 
would end the panic in fifteen days. That 
was a statement to which the senate would 
agree when it knew waat the bill was. It 
was a bill pot to repeal the 10 per cent tax 
on state banks, but to suspend its operation 
for six months. The effect of it would be 
this: The cotton crop was to be moved. 
Only yesterday a telegram had been sent 
from the cotton countries with a request that 
something be done in the treasury to have 
bills of lading authenticated, changeable for 
money. or to haye some course provided to 
move the e@tton. The bill wou!d enable the 
banks of Savannah, for instance—the central 
port for cotton—to pay for the time being 
their individual notes. The programme was 
this: Bank A,* with a capital of $500,000, 
would issue notes to the amount of 20 per 
cent of that capital. There were aix such 
banks in Savannah. All of them would en- 
dorse the bills of each. In addition to that, 
collateral security would be put up. his 
would be true as to all tne state banks of Sa- 
vannah. so that, within ten days, there would 
be at least $600,000 additional money ia eir- 
culation in that°@ity. It would not be, per- 
haps. money, but would be the notes of the 
individual banks, and would be good for pay- 
ing debts there and elsewhere. So it would 
be in all the other cities. If objection were 
inade that the reneal of the tax on state bank 
cirenlation would encourage the establish- 
ment of state banks, the reply was that no 
one would think of taking a dollar of stock in 
a new bank that would be wiped out of ex- 
istence by the expiration of the provisions 
of the act. Only lest night be had had a con? 
ference with a large number of as able bank- 
ers as there were in the country, and. they 
svere all of the opinion that the cirenlation 
thus provided would relieve Georgia, Texas, 
Mississippi and all the cotton states within 
a few days after fhe removal of the embargo 
on the movement on the cotton crop. 

It was a matter of gigantic moment to 
those states. The banks were today abso- 
lutely not on!y without. ability to provide the 
money for moving fhe cotton crop, but they 
were without ability to command their own 
money lying on in

some other way than in the cireulating me- 
dium. The bill which he introduced would 
supply temporary currency, which would pay 
every dollar of indebtedness in anv state that 
happened to possess it. There was not a mer- 
chant in any of the towns of that region who 
would not recognize the fact that the notes 
of any bank to the amount of 20 per cent of 
its canital would be good in themselres. But. 
in addition to that, these banks would have 
to put un collateral and the other banks 
would endorse the notes.

They would he equivalent to a 
shinload of gold and would at onee move the 
entire cotton crop and relieve the commercial 
stringency. He asked the serious attention 
ow the senate to the b'. While be knew that 
his remark that if would relieve the panic in 
fifteen davs was calculated to provoke a smile, 
he sti?l undertook to say that it wonld re- 
lieve the panfe in ten davs after its passage. 
Tt « ‘ld do so in every sonthern state. There 
had never been a defaniting hank in the citv 
of Savannah. excent when they were wined 
out of existenc® dAnrine the war. He asked 
the reference of the bill to the finance com- 
m'ttee and he asked that committee to re- 
port it hack promptly.

Effect of Vert’s Rpeech 

The vigorous speech made by Senator 
Vest yesterday against the @&csMlent’s mes- 
sage and for free cotmage has gat the ef- 
fect of renewing the confidence of the sil- 
ver men. While they believe the uncondi- 
tional repeal bill will go through the house 
without amendment, they are confident 
that the senate will never pass it. Senator 
Vest’s speech has brought squarely into 
and iff*o whether the president will veto 
were wavering. The senate is almost cer- 
tain to adopt a free coinage bill. Whether 
the house in conference will accept it 
and if so whether the president would veto 
or sign it, are questions no one can an- 
awer. However, from the present indica- 
tions the settlement of fhe fight is several 
months off. Conservative statesmen, real- 
izing this, are attempting to agree upon 
some financial legislation not dealing with 
ailver at all that will relieve the present 
financial situation.

Decision of the Arbitrators in the 
Behring Sea Dispnte, 


EXCLUSIVE JURISDICTION DENIED. 


The United States Must Not Claim 
Seal Found in the Water 


BEYOND THE THREE MILE LIMIT. 


Firearms and Explosives in the Capture of 
Seals Proscribed—How Seals Are 
to Be Protected. 


Paris, August 15.—At 8 o’clock this 
morning the seven Behring sea arbitrators 
held a private session in a room used by 
officials of the department of foreign af- 
fairs at the Quai d’Orsai. At 11 o’clock the 
arbitrators assembled in the room in the 
foreign office in which the public sessions 
had been held. Baron de Courcel, the pres 
ident of the tribunal, then delivered to 
the agents of the United States and Great 
Britain origina] copies of the decisions sign- 
ed by all the arbitrators. Meanwhile, 
Baron de Cource] addressed the arbitra- 
tors, saying that he recognized the great 
value of arbitration as a cause of peace 
between nations. He expressed the opin- 
ion that every international arbitration 
renders war less possible and said he looked 
forward to the time in the near future 
when it would be the rule and not the 
exception to settle international difficulties 
in this way. 

Senator John Morgan, one of the Ameri- 
can arbitrators, and Lord Hannen, one of 
the arbitrators appointed by Great Brit- 
ain, responded to Baron de Courcel, de 
claring that they reciprocated the senti- 
ments expressed by him and recognized the 
hospitality extended by France to the arbi- 
trators. 

The Decision. 


The session terminated amid mutual] con- 
gratulations and expressions of good feel- 
ings. After a preamble, stating the case 
submitted for decision, the full text of the 
award, omitting some legal verbiage, rules 
as follows: 

We decide and determine as to the five 
points mentioned in article 6, as to which 
our award is to embrace a distinct decision 
upon each of them. ~ As to the first of said 
five points we, Baron de Courcel, John H. 
Harian, Lord Hannen, Sir John 8. D. Thomp- 
son Marquis Emelio, Visconti Venosta and 
Gregoro W. W. Grafh, being a majority of 
said arbitrators, do decide aa follows: 

By the ukase of 1821 Russia claimed juris- 
diction on the sea known as Behring sea to 
the extent of one hundred Italian miles from 
the coasts and islands beionging to her, but 
in the course of the negotiations which ied 
to the conclusion of the treaty of 1824 with 
the United States and the treaty of 1825 with 
Great. Britain, Russia admitted that her ju- 
risdiction in said sea should be restricted so 
as to reach a cannon shot from ashore. It 
appears that from that time up to the time of 
the cession of Alaska to the United Sta 
Russia never asserted tn fact or exerdcis 
any exclusive jurisdiction in Behring sea or 
any exclusive rights to the seal fishery there- 
in, beyond the ordinary limit of territorial 
waters. ; 

As to the second of the five points, the 
same arbitraters decide and determine that 
Great Britain did not recognize or concéde 
any ciaim upon the part of Russia of ex- 
clusive jurisdiction as to the seal fisheries 
in Behring sea outside the ordinary territorial 
waters. 

As to the third point, to so much thereof 
as requires us to decide whether the body of 
water now known as Behring sea was in- 
cluded in the phrase “Pacific ocean,’’ as 
used in the treaty of 1825 between Great 
Britain and: Russia, we unanimously decide 
that the body of water now known as BRehr- 
ing sea was inciuded in the phrase “Pacific 
ocean,”” as used in said treaty. 

On the fourth point we decide and deter- 
mine that all the rights of Russia to jurisdic- 
tion and to the seal fisheries passed to the 
United States, limited by the cession. 

“Yn the fifth point Justice Harlan and Sen- 
ator Morgan dissenting, was as follows. 

“On the fifth point, we, Baron de Courcel, 
Lord Hannan, Sir Jobn 8S. D. Thompson, Mar- 
is KEmelio Visconti. Venosta and Gregore 

. W. Gram, being the majority of said ar- 
bitrators, decide and determine that the Unit- 
‘ed States has no right to the protection of 
vr Joperty in the seals frequevting the Is- 
lands outside of the United States in Behring 
sea when the same are found outside the or- 
dinary three-mile limit. 

And, whereas, the aforesaid determination 
of the foregoing questions as to the exclu- 
sive jurisdiction of the United States leaves 
the subject in such a position that the on- 
currence of Great Britain is neceagsary to the 
establishment of reguiations for the -graype" 
protection and preservation of fur sesis han. 
ipnaiee -seaorting to Bebring sea; we, Baron 
de - reel, Lord Hannen, Marquis Wmiliu 
Visccounti Venosta and Gregore W. W. Grant 
being a majority of the arbitrators assent te 
the whole nine articies of the regulations as 
necessary outside of the jurisdiction limits 
of the respective governments; and that they 
should extend over the waters hereinafter 
mentioned. & 

A series of regulations were added by a 
majority of the arbitrators, Justice Harlan 
and SirsJohn Thompson dissenting. <A close 
season against killing fur seals is establish- 
ed from May Ist to July 31st on the high sea 
in that part of the Pacific ocean, inclusive 
of. Behring sea, situated north of the fourth 
degree of north latitude or eastward of 
the 118th degree of longitude from Green- 
wich until it strikes the water boundary 
described in article 1 of the treaty of 1867 
between the United States and Russia, 
following that line up to Behring straits. 
The use of sailing vessels only is permitted 
in the capture of seals. Sealing vessels 
are to be licensed and -carry a distinguish- 
ing flaz. An accurate record of the catch 
is enjoined upon each sealing vessel. The 
use of nets, firearms or explosives is for- 
bidden in fur sealing. A supervision of 
the fitness of the men engaged in fur seal- 
ing is enjoined upon the United States 
and Great Britain. Native Indians are 
permitted to catch seals after thejr aborigi- 
nal methods. _ : 

These regulations are to remain in force 
unti] abolished by ‘ommon consent and 
are to be submitted to a new examination 
every five years. The arbitrators make 
a special finding on the facts agreed upon 
by the agents of both governments with 
reference to the seizure of British vessels 
in Behring sea in 1887 and 1889. In addi- 
tion the arbitrators make certain sugges- 
tions to the two governments, the most 
important that they should come to an un- 
derstanding to prohibit the killing of seals 
on land or sea for a period of from one to 
three years and should enact regulations 
to carry out the finding of the arbitra- 
tors. 

United States to Pay Damages. 

London, August 15.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette this. afternoon oe a dispatch 
from Paris, saying that on questions of 
fact regarding the seizure of sealing ¥es- 


sels, the decision of the tribunal is in favor 


of Great Britain. 

The paper adds that as a natural result 
of this decision, the United States will give 
Canadian sealers due compensation for the 
seizure illegaily made. —

He matutained that the 
statute providad for the issue of trade 
marks only to persons, s and corpora- 
tions, and that a state is neither. The at- 
terneys -then appealed to Commission of 
Patents Seymour. Their breif ;sets forth 
that a trade mark is incidental to the right 
of trader, and that a trademark cannot be 
denied a state without a denial of a state's 
right to trade. It then reasons that the 
right of a state to trade is not disputed. 
and cites the mail service, the government 
of Yailroads im Germany, of tobacco in 
France and of wines tn hungary. The com- 
missioner’s decision will be made public 
within a few days.

Who Are Responsible for Bringing Sur- 
geon Branham to Brunswick. 
Other Fever News. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 15.—(Special.)— 
At a joint meeting of the board of health 
and city council tonight the examining ex- 
perts into the case of Surgeon John W. 
Branham pronounced his disease yellow 
fever, with two doctors voting in the mi- 
nority. The official resolutions handed to 
the press reads as follows: 

Whereas, The committee of the council and 
the board of health of the city of Bruns. 
wick, Ga., being impressed with the im- 
mense importance of securing reliable in- 
formation in the fever case of Surgeon John 
W. Branham, and having called to our as: 
sistance Surgeons Hutton and Carter, of the 
marine hospital, and Dr. J. C. Legare, of 
New Orleans, and Drs. Butts, Bé’Bford and 
Hazlehurst, and R. E. L. Burford, of this 
city; 

Resolved, That we consider the preponder- 
ance of the evidence is in favor of a con- 
clusion that Surgeon Branham’s case is one 
of yellow fever; and be it YWurther 

Resolved, That we assure the public that 
eVerything has been done to isolate the 
case afid all necessary precatitions have 
been taken to prevent its spread, and that 
we believe that we will be enabled to pre- 
vent any Tnfection of Brunswick. This case 
was undoubtedly contracted at the quaran- 
tine station and brought to Brunswick in the 
person Or Surgeon John W. Branham. 

The Day in Brunswick. 


As agreed last night, Dr. Hugh Burford, 
Robert Burford, J. A. Butts, L. B. Bats- 
ford, R. Hazlehurst, local experts, John 
secil Legare, New Orleans expert, and 
Surgeons Hutton and Carter, marine hos- 
pital service, met at 9 o’clock this morning 
with Drs. J. A. Dunwoody and H. M. 
Branham to diagnose the illness of Sur- 
geon John Branham and determine whether 
his case was yellow fever or other fever. 

Owing to the serious illness of Surgeon 
Branham, it was determined to not visit 
bim at once nor too many during this morn- 
ing, as their presence and examination of 
the body and questions might excite the 
patient. Drs. Legare and. Hazgieburst did 
not go to patient's room; bit the others 
clad in long india rubber coats viewed the 
patient. They then returned to Drs. Le 
gare and Hazlehurst and for four long 
hours all the assembled. physicians discuss- 
ed the case, read the symptoms as daily 
kept by Drs. Dunwoody and Branham, ex- 
amined the albumen in the urine of patient, 
and made an exhaustive research into the 
case from its inception to the present time. 

In the meantime the street corners were 
thronged with citizens discussing the case, 
and the probable opinion the doctors would 
render. At 1:30 o’clock all left the house 
except Drs. Branham and Dunwoody, and 
as soon as the quarantine around the house 
was passed were interviewed by your cor- 
respondent. They refused positively to 
talk, saying they had adjourned and would 
meet with the council and board of health 
at 2:30 o’clock and make a report. 

Until that hour, the interest on the streets 
increased, and when the council of officials 
met, the corridors of the city hall were 
crowded with citizens impatient to hear 
the result, while on the _ streets outside 
many stood in the rain waiting the result. 

For two hours no news reached the pub- 
lic, and finally the executive session ad- 
journed and gave to the press the state- 
ment that they had reached no conclusion, 
but would meet at 7 o’clock tonight. In 
the meantime Drs. Legare and Hazlehurst 
were to visit the patients several times. 

The Caucus Was Star Chamber. 

The caucus. was star chamber, and, al- 
though members of the press were invited, 
they were excluded. A private citizen 
was, however, admitted and this distinction 
being made, caused a general protest from 
indignant citizens and the newspaper men 
were shown that the session should have 
been open to the public and allow them 
re the newspapers to publish to the world 
who is to blame for Brunswick’s present 
position. Closed doors suggested white- 
washing of official acts. It is known to the 
credit of Mayor Thomas W. Lamb, Judge 
A. J. Crovatt and others, whose names 
could not be learned, that they wanted the 
newspaper men admitted. Members of 
the caucus claim that nothing was said to 
shield any one or any acts taken to white- 
wash any official, but the people would 
have been better satisfied if they had 
been admitted. 

Will Place the Blame Where It Belongs. 

Headed by Mayor Lamb, the people will 
investigate and place the blame for Bran- 
ham’s presence in Brunswick where it be- 
longs, and if an official is guilty his position 
will be taken from him. 

There is no danger of a spread of the 
fever. Brunswick is clean and the case is 
isolated. Surgeons Carter and MHattor 
are here and will aid the local physicians 
in bringing Branham’s health back. Quar- 
antine has been extended around the house 
as an additional caution and disinfectants 
have been liberally sprinkled. 

There is no more of the wild alarm among 
the people that prevailed Saturday, as 
they realize that the disease cannot spread 
with the precautions that have been taken. 
There is no undue excitement on the 
streets tonight and the people are quietly 
discussing the situation, which they con- 
sider extremely favorable for the disease 
dying where it is. 

Ibid He Bring It with Him? 

It now develops that Branham was on 
Staten island during the recent yellow fe- 
ver there. He packed away his uniform 
and came to Brunswick. The day after hi 
arrival here he put on his uniform fdr 
the first time. The next day he was _iil 
at quarantine. It is thought a germ* had 
remained in his uniform and developed ‘in 
him after he donned it. Fs

MISS POLLARD IN KENTUCKY. 


Something About the Career of the Young 
Woman Who Is Suing Breckinridge. 

Lexington, Ky., August 15.—The friends 
of Colonel W. C. P. Breckinridge here 
in talking of the filing of the suit for se- 
duction by Mise Madaline Pollard, at Wash- 
ington, generally believe him innocent of 
the charges. A gentleman well acquainted 
with Miss Pollard’s history stated to your 
correspondent this morning: 

“IT have known Miss Pollard ever since 
she was a girl of about sixteen or seven- 
teen years. She was raised in-this county 
on the Parker’s mill road, her family be- 
ing renters and people of humble circum- 
stances. About this time she became 1c- 
quainted with James Rodes, a farmer and 
gardner at the Kastern Kentucky lunatic 
asylum and he was very greatly interested 
in her by reason of her unusual brightness. 
She besought him to educate her, saying 
if he would send her to school for a year 
she would then teach and support him. 
‘She also promised to marry him, which he 
believed she would do and he enthusiasti- 
cally complied with her request. 

“odes was drawing a salary of $600, 
and most of this he spent on her. He was 
a very plain, uneducated and unattractive 
man personally, but honest, reliable and 
straigh-forward. He seemed to be perfect- 
ly infatuated with the girl and talked a 
great deal about her. He first sent her to 
a Catholic seminary near Cincinnati, where 
she remained seven or eight months and 
was dismissed from the institution on ac- 
count of violating some of the rules. She 
then prevailed upon him to let her go to 
the Wesleyan Female college at the same 
place, where she remained two years, he 
paying all the expenses, but she urged him 
from time to time to continue her a lit- 
tle longer and he complied, 

*Rodes lost his position at the asylum 
and she having no means of her own, was 
forced to quit school and returned to Lex- 
ington. He paid her regular visits, treat- 
ing her with the most fatherly affection. 
She began to receive a great deal of at- 
tention from other old men whose reputa- 
tion for gayety was noted.

She told 
her friends that she had various books in 
press and that they would soon be issued 
to an appreciative world. She told one 
of her lady friends that she had a book in 
press with the Harper Bros. This lady 
happened to know one of the members of 
that firm and when she spoke to him some 
days later about the promising young au- 
thoress, Miss Pollard, having a book in 
the Harper press, the gentleman informed 
her that they knew of no such person. 
While in New York and in Washington she 
used three styles of visiting cards. These 
were printed “Madaline Vinton Pollard.” 
Madaline Blackburn Pollard” and “Mada- 
line Breckinridge Pollard.” The use of 
these cards depended upon the popularity 
of the assumed names in the company she 
happened to be thrown with.

FOR AND AGAINST SILVER, 


The Debate Sti}l Goes on in the Huuse—Yes- 
terday’s Prvceedings. 

Washington, August 15.—In the house, after 
prayer and the reading and approval of the 
journal, before a smal! attendance of mem- 
bers, Mr. Burrows offered a resolution giv- 
ing Charles FE. Belknap the right to contest 
the seat of George F. Richardson, from the 
fifth district of Michigan. Mr. Richardson, 
the sitting member, asked that the resolution 
be laid over until tomorrow and it was so or- 
dered. 

The silver debate was then resumed, Mr. 
Hutchinson, of Texas, concluding his remarks 
began yesterday in favor of the free coinage 
of silver. He attributed the present business 
depression to the bulls and bears of Wall 
street. The real controversy was not gold 
versus silver, but it was money against credit. 
Dollars could not be obtained for industrial 
enterprises because the dollars were piled up 
in Wall street. 

Mr. Blanchard, in speaking in favor of free 
coinage, reviewed the silver legisiation of the 
country and quoted from both the democratic 
and republican platforms, and each expressed 
his opinion that, if the republican platform 
meant anything, not twenty republicans 
would vote for the Wilson bill. The Chicago 
platform had declared for the repeal of the 
Sherman law and then had declared for bi- 
metallism. That portion of the platform 
ought to be carried out in a single bill and 
on a bimetallic standard. If the friends of 
silver yielded to this demand of the gold peo- 
ple they yielded that which nothing but rev- 
olution could ‘regain. If the purpose of the 
gold people was achieved the mints would be 
stopped to the coinage of siiver, and no 
method was proposed to replace silver with 
other currency, The United States had 
reached a point in wealth, prosperity and in- 
dustry that it could afford to lead and not 
follow. (Applause) = Thig connury had de- 
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ao, MOW prociaim its financial no- 
erty? *“‘He who would be free himself must 
strike the blow."’ (Applause). 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, said that it was to 
be regretted that the president in his mes- 
Buge to congress had not been so void of par- 
tisanship as he had asked the houses to be, 
It was unfortunate that the executive of the 
country, iooking forward to the condition 
which portended violent opposition to his 
views, had seen fit to first appeal to partisan- 
ship and to unjustly proclaim to the people 
that the present peril of the country grew 
out of the legislation of .ne republican party. 
If the pending debate should develop into a 
partisan discussion its instigation would be 
found in the declarations of the president 
himself. The president had declared that the 
republicans had been responsible for the pres- 
ent condition of affairs and this declaration 
wonld be the origin of political discussion— 
if political discussion there should be. Very 
little of the present trouble, he said, could be 
traced to the Sherman act. 

Referring to the sixteenth chapter of Le- 
vitieus, he ecatled attention to the selection 
of a scapegoat, and said that the democratic 
party could not select the McKinley act as a 
scapegoat, and so it had devoted the Inmb to 
the Lord and sent the silver bill into the wil- 
derness, (Laughter). The difficulty in which 
the country now found itself was attributable 
to the fact that the neople feared the tinker- 
ing with the nrotective tariff by the demo- 
cratic party. He warned the democrats that 
they must come together on this question. 
The renublicans could be relied upon to do 
their duty. This was their country, and 
they could not afford to put it in a hole. 
(Applause), 

Mr, Hall, democrat, of Missour!, spoke in 
favor of a greater volume of currency and 
of the free coinage of silver. The present 
financial condition put the people of the Tni- 
ted States absolutely at the mercy of men 
dealing in large financial transactions in the 
United States or in anv other nation with 
which he held commercial relations. 

Mr. Snodgrass. of Tennessee, conld not 
vote for the Wilson bill. It attacked but 
one sentence of the Sherman act and did not 
carry ont the intention of the Chicago plat- 
form. That nlatform pledged the democratic 
party not only to reneal the entire infamous 
act, but to coin gold and silver at a parity. 
The cry of the people was for more money, 
andthe hest way to secure that end was to 
provide for the free coinage of silyer. The 
present ficht was between the debtor and 
creditor classes. The former were numbered 
by the miJlions. the latter by the thousands 
The shvierks were demanding the ponnd ef 
fiesh. while the peonle were asking conerers 
for relief. and the men who refused to crant 
this relief would be branded as traitors to 
the neonle. 

The honse then, at 5 o'clock, adjourned 
until tomorrow.

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IN THE SENATE, 


Vorhees’s Rill Reported Back. 

Mr. Voorhees, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, reported back the bill introduced by 
him yesterday to enable national banks to 
issue circulation to the amount of the par 
value of the bonds deposited by them. The 
bill, he said, had not only the endorsement 
of the committee on finance and of the sec- 
retary of the treasury, but a similar meas- 
ure had passed the senate unanimously last 
session, He not, by any manner of 
nieans, proclaim the measure as one of entire 
relief, but he looked upon it as a measure of 
relief. It would, to some extent, help the 
people. It would authorize an increase of 
$19,000,000 of the circulation of national 
banks on the bonds already deposited; there 
was not a doubt that it would result in an in- 
crease of from forty to fifty millions—an in- 
crease of currency that would be, at this 
time, a solace and comfort to the people in 
every quarter of the United States. 

An objection from Mr. Cockrell sent the 
bill over until tomorrow, 

Mr. Voorhees gave notice that he would, 
tomorrow, move to put it upon its passage. 
He also’ asked and obtained leave for the 
committee on finance to sit during the ses- 
sions of the senate and gave notice of a meet- 
‘ng of that committee for Thursday next. 

The senate then took up the‘question of the 
Montana senatorship, and Mr. Hunton made 
a speech in support of Mr. Mantle’s right to 
the seat, 

Lodge’s Resolution. 

At the close of Mr. Hunton’s speech the 
resolution offered last Tuesday by Mr. Lodge, 
of Massachusetts, directing the committee on 
finance to report at once a bill to repeal the 
purchasing clauses of the Sherman act and 
that a vote be taken on such repeal Tuesday, 
the 22d, was laid before the committee, He 
was far from thinking that the Sherman act 
was the only cause for the existing state of 
things. He believed that the practical effect 
of its repeal would be a tendency to lower 
the rates of interest on money, make money 
ensier and relieve the existing stringency. 
The first step in restoring confidence was to 
lower the present excessive rates of interest. 
English money did not come here because 
Fng¢lishmen had the belief that the United 
States might at any time go on the single 
silver standard. He did not forget, however 
that affirmative and positive legislation in 
reference to the currency would have to be 
enacted. That legisiation would take time 
thorough consideration and ample discussion. 
He believed that now, more important than 
any financial or economical discussion, was 
prompt action. What the people wanted 
above everything was to see action—some 
sort of action in congress. If the cotiis::7 
was to have free coinage let the country 
know it; if it was to have a Iuiired coinage 
let the country know it, end if there was to 
be an uncor ditional repost of the silver act

Mr. olcott agreed with Mr. Lodge that 
this was nof a party question: he did not 
agree with him that the present disturbed 
state of the finances of the country were in 
any way attributable to the Sherman law.

THE RAIN HAS BEEN BOUNTEOUS, 


The Cotton Crop Will Turn Out Better 
Than Was Predicted— Pumpkins 
Waiting for Frost.

In northwest Georgia the cloudy weather 
and rains of the past week have been favor- 
able to the growth of most vegetation. In 
cotton, however, it has developed some 
tendency to rust. This crop is taking on 
forms rapidly, but the plant is small as a 
rule, Grass is ready to cut, but the wet 
weather has given little opportunity yet 
for haying. Warly corn is proving to have 
been badly cut off by the July drought. 
A good yield of Tate corn is hoped for. 
Frequent rains and lack of sunshine are 
causing melons to rot, A good acreage of 
turnips is being sown, 

In the northern counties the weather 
conditions during the past week have been 
unusually favorable for the rapid growth 
of all vegetation. Under the influence of 
frequent showers corn has improved yery 
much, while cotton has fruited rapidly. 
Both crops are reported to be in exception- 
ally fine condition, except in a few locali- 
ties where there is some rust on cotton. 
Fodder pulling is. being pushed forward as 
rapidly as the rainy weather will permit. 
sate melons are growing well, while sweet 
potatoes, sugar cane and turnips are flour- 
ishing. 

In northeast Georgia crops are generally 
improving. Rain has been plentiful, in 
some localities, a little too much. Though 
cotton has steadily improved over all the 
northeast section of the state, in some 
places the improvement has been a_ very 
slight one, owing to the very wet condition 
of the soil and the little sunshine. In these 
wet places, which were not many, cotton 
has been rusting and shedding to a con- 
siderable extent. Corp has improved under 
the intluence of the cool, moist weather of 
the past week. ‘The pulling of corn-fodder 
is claiming the attention of most farmers 
at present. Cotton, Jate corn, cane, peas, 
potatoes and turnips, all, may be said to 
be doing very well at the present time. 

In the west section peas, potatoes and 
turnips are growing well. Complaint is 
made of cotton shedding from excess of 
moisture, The boll worm has also made 
its appearance and there is a little rust 
and rot. Fodder pulling has been retarded 
by the continued rains. Sweet potatoes are 
exceptionally good this year. Sugar cane 
and sorghum promise full crops, Late 
corn. is in excellent shape and will make 
a heavy crop. Gardens have revived un- 
der the beneficent. agency of recent rains 
and are again in fairly good Condition. 
Fruit and melons continue to rot. 

Reports received from correspondents in 
the central section show that the past week 
has been unusually cloudy with a super- 
abundance of rain, which has promoted the 
growth of weeds and, in some localities, 
has caused rust on Cotton, while fodder 
puiling has been very much delayed. Cot- 
ton is beginning to open but is shedding 
some. At a few points caterpillars have 
made their appearance, but as yet have 
done no serious damage. A large crop of 
turnips have been sown and are almost all 
above the ground. Peaches and apples 
are very poor, in fact,.almost a faliure. 
Potatoes are growing nicely. 

The picking of earky planted cotton, has 
fairly begun in the eastern part of Geor- 
via. In Burke county many bales have 
already been picked. Over the most of 
this section of the state there has been 
too much yain during the past seven days, 
and the consequence is that cotton is rust- 
ing and shedding. Some few farmers 
think that they have fields of 
cotton damaged nearly 20 per cent. 
lodder pulling is. nearly finished. 
This year’s corn crop, which has al- 
ready been saved on some plantations, 
is very good, though the yield is hardly 
up to that of last year. Sngarcane and 
potatoes are doing fairly well. 

With much rainy weather and a defi- 
ciency of sunshine, cotton is, in most 

arts of the southwestern counties, tak- 
ing rust rapidly; caterpillars are also doing 
some damage. In other respects this staple 
is doing well, opening rapidly and in the 
most southerly districts picking is already 
in progress. Fodder pulling is about finish- 
ed and a large supply was saved. Keiffer 

ears are being shipped in large quantities. 
Sugarcane is in most excellent condition. 
Potatoes are growing nicely. 

There has seldom been a better corn 
crop made in south Georgia than that of 
the present season. There has been more 
sunshine in this section the past week than 
in other parts of the state. in has fallen 
in showers, in some cases very heavy. 
Short staple cotton is opening rapidly, Oc- 
sasional complaint is made of shedding, 
but a general improvement is remarked in 
the condition of: the cotton crop and pre 
dictions are heard of a full average yield. 
A good quantity of fodder has been saved. 
Rice oa corn are reported looking well 
in every case, Potatoes and peas are in 
extra promising condition. J.ate water- 
melons are coming in but the crop is not 

ry good. 

“Hin anaee of the southeast section have 
been benefited by the weather of the past 
week, with the exception of votton, The 
latter continues to sh a good deal on 
account of the large amount of rainy 
weather. Cane and rice are reported in a 
fighly satisfactory condition, Fodder 
pulling has been abont finished but the 
crop is hardly a satisfactory one as much 
has been damaged by rain in gathering. 
The planting of Irish potatoes for the fall 
crop is nearly done, Sweet potatoes are 
in excellent pte aa The wet weather 
has hindered cutting grass.

WHAT WILL THE MAYOR'S TERM BEP 


' [That Ie One ofthe Interesting Features of 
the Matter—Other Probable Features.] 
Macon News in Briet. 


Macon, Ga., (August 15.—(Special.)— 
The city charter subcommittee will meet 
tomorrow to complete and perfect their 
work before submitting jt to the general 
comittee for adoption. 

The subcommittee consists of Hon. Nat 
E. Harris, Judge Clifford Anderson and 
Judge Charles L. Bartlett. Judge Bartlett 
has gone to Chicago, but Messrs. Harris 
and Anderson will meet and finish their 
work. Chairman Harris has already drawn 
off the outline of the charter and he and 
Judge Anderson will fill it out. 

Some time ago the people of Macon in 
mass meeting assembled resolved that the 
city of Macon needed a new charter, as 
the present charter has been so amended 
and patched that it is difficult to tell what 
jt means. Major J. F. Hanson was chos- 
en chairman of the citizens’ general com- 
mittee and the subcommittee above named 
was appointed to draw up the new charter. 
Messrs. Harris and Bartlett have each 
been city attorney and Judge Anderson 
is thoroughly conversant with city affairs, 
hence the committee are well qualified 
for the work delegated to them to per- 
form. 

The Mayor's Term. 


Perhaps one of the most interesting pro- 
visions of the new charter will be that in 
reference to the term of office of the 
mayor. Not until 1890 was there any re- 
striction to the length of time the mayor 
could serve. He was qualified to serve 
just so long as the people saw fit to elect 
him. For instance, Hon. W. A. Huff 
was mayor ten years and Hon. S. B. Price 
will have been mayor nine years at the 
expiration of this year. But in 1890 Hon. 
W. A. Huff, who was a member of the leg- 
islature, had a bill passed making the may- 
or’s term three years, instead of two, and 
declaring him ineligible to re-election to a 
successive term. In December, 1890, Price 
was elected under the new law, and his 
term of three xears expires next December. 
He will be ineligible to re-election unless 
the new charter repeals the present law 
and makes new provisions. It is hinted 
that the new charter may provide that the 
mayor's term shall consist of two years, 
and he may be eligible to election to a 
successive term. In other words, the term 
of office of the man who is elected mayor 
next December will run until December, 
18Vo0, and he will then be eligible for re- 
election for a second term of two years. 
The old charter does not require the mayor 
to be a freeholder. The new charter 
may require him to be a freeholder. 

Several Commissions 

The new charter may provide several 
commissions for the city, such as police, 
fire and cemetery commission, and there 
may be a commission for streets, parks, 
ete. All of these commissions may not be 
provided for in the new charter, but it 
Seems very probable that there wil] be 
at least a poiice commission. 

The charter will be submitted to the 
— for ratification. Of course, jt will 

ave to be passeil by the legislature before 
it can hecome a fac. 

President Gambre)]‘a Tour. 


President J. B. Gambrell, of Mercer 
university, is now making a canvass of 
the state for students for the fall term, 
which begins September 20th, next. He 
is this week in Greene county. He said 
he desired to commence his work at Pen- 
field, where the university was first located. 
President Gambrell expresses Iimself as 
greatly encouraged by the outlook for Mer- 
cers new year. ‘The term will commence 
with at least 200 students, and the matri- 
culation will increase with each month; 
President Gambrel’ is an indefatigable 
worker and is accomplishing much good 
for the time honored institution.

HE BELIEVES IN RICE. 


A Ware County Farmer Who Makes Rice His 
Surplus Crop. 

Waycross, Ga., August 15.—(Special.)—J. 
S. Tart, of this city, is an enterprising and 
prosperous farmer. His farm is two miles 
south of Waycross, near the Brunswick and 
Western railroad. 

Mr. Tart has twenty acres planted jn 
rice. The rice is the finest ever grown in 
this country and is heading nicely. He 
has a fine lot of hogs and will kill nearly 
three thousand pounds next winter. The 
corn crop is fine, the ears being well ma- 
tured and generally two ears to the stalk. 

Mr. Tart does not believe in planting 
cotton. He says that the farmer should 
raise corn and meat for home consump- 
tion and also have some to sell. He thinks 
it very strange that farmers should ever 
complain of high prices of corn and meat. 
The farmer, he said, ought to be pleased to 
see the prices of these products rise higher. 
He does not understand how a farmer can 
afford to buy these products when they 
are the very things he is supposed to raise 
on his farm.

ers all declare that their business repre- 
sents a fair summer average. They are 
satisfied with it. They have no complaint 
to make. ‘In the large cities they have 
not only done a fair average business, 
but have had opportunities to sell their 
eash receipts to. brokers, representing 
the banks, at a premium as high as $50 
on $1,000. The wholesale dealers say 
they are doing fairly well. Their or- 


| ders are satisfactory. 


We have the same reports in the south. 
Merchants say they are doing a good 
average business. They find collections 
slow, but the volume of their transac- 
tions represents an average summer 
trade. This is true of almost every 
business. . People read in the newspa- 
pers that there is a panic going on some- 
where, and they see that money is a 
little harder to borrow, but everything 
seems to be going on pretty much as 
usual. When people hear that there is 
a panic, they become a little more cau- 
tious. That is about the extent of the 
panic in the south. Everybody is a lit- 
tle more cautious than usual, and if cau- 
tion can be called a “panic” then we are 
experiencing something of that kind 
here, 

There is no trouble in business thus 
far that cannot be accounted for on the 
score of summer dullness. There is no 
money for speculation or investment. 
People who have: money are holding on 
to it, but they would not be doing this 
if they had not been told in the dis- 
patches from the money centers that a 
financial stringency is on in Wall street 
and other money centers. When a 
number of people hoard money and their 
neighbors find it out the example they 
set is likely to be followed. 

The moral of all this we have dwelt 
on before. ‘The south has been on bed- 
rock for many years and is there yet. 
All the progress that has been made 
here has gone forward on safe and eco- 
nomical lines. All business is on a 
sound basis. Every enterprise speaks 
for itself. Our farmers have grown 
used to pinching times. ‘They are living 
more and more at home, and they are 
growing more and more economical. 

In short, we do not see that the situ- 
ation is any worse than it was four 
weeks ago, or that it is likely to grow 
worse. 


What Democrats Desire.} 
There is but one way for the demo- 
cratic congress to satisfy the people and 
prevent dangerous divisions of the peo- 
ple and that way is the simplest and 
most direct of all. Redeem the pledges 
of the platform. Make both gold and 
silver the standard money of the coun- 
try. This can only be done by opening 
the mints to the free coinage of silver, 
making that metal, along with gold, the 
money of final payment, and investing 
it with the legal tender quality and with 
the potential money power that only the 
law can impart. 

This cannot be done by repealing the 
Sherman law and leaving matters in 
that shape. That will not carry out the 
pledge of the platform nor meet the ex- 
pectations of the people. Such action 
would simply substitute the Sherman 
law of 1873 for the Sherman law of 1890, 
and there is no authority in the platform 
for that. The people are tired of Sher- 
manism in our financial affairs. Sher- 
manism is republican goldbugism of the 
rankest kind. ‘It has brought untold 
miseries on the country and robbed the 


people of untold millions by reducing the 
price of their great staple products, cot- 


ton and wheat. 
In order to escape Shermanism, and 
earry out the pledge of the democratic 
platform, and to test the sincerity of 
those who declare that they are for free 
coinage at an increased ratio, the demo- 
crats in the house have placed the ratio 
on a sliding scale, from 16 to 1 to 20 to 
1. The question of ratio is always de- 
batable, but there can be no scientific 
adjustment of it until silver is restored 
to our system as a money standard. 
This can be most readily accomplished 
by means of a bill repealing the Sherman 
laws—the law of 1873, closing the mints, 
and the law of 1890, making silver a 
commodity. Instantly the price of sil- 
ver in the London market will show 
what value has been imparted to the 
bullion by the increased use of and de- 
mand for silver as a money metal in 
the United States. The difference in 
the value of the metal here and the 
price there would roughly register the 
ratio at which the metals could be kept 
at a parity.. This would be the best 
and simplest method of, adjusting the 
ratio. 
Nevertheless, The Constitution and 
the people are for any plan that will 
put in operation the pledge of the demo- 
cratic platform, and they are unalterably 
opposed to any scheme, no matter from 
what source it may come, that is calcu- 
lated to obstruct even temporarily the 
redemption of the party pledge, What- 
ever ratio fits the purposes of the plat- 
form that ratio the people are willing 
and eager to accept. But they are not 
willing that the goldbugs should dictate 
in this matter, and they will hold to ac- 
count any democrat or any number of 
democrats who are willing to accept the 
slightest surrender to the money pcwer 
of the east and the British interests it 
represents. 

That congressman is blind indeed who 
makes any mistake as to the attitude of 
the people at this time. 


Public Men and Their Morals. 

In the case of Congressman Breckin- 
ridge, people seem to be very willing to 
grant his request for a suspension of 
judgment. This is just, a8 well as char- 
itable, because until all the facts come 
out there should be no positive expres- 
sion of opinion in regard to the matter. 

But, in the event of Mr. Breckin- 
ridge’s failure to exculpate himself, will 
his political career be cut short? This 
is an interesting question, but it is a 
difficult one to answer. 

In this country and in England peo- 
ple are not consistent in their moral 
judgments. 
in the British army, suffered imprison- 
ment and social ostracism because he 
attempted to take liberties with a young 
lady im a railway car. Although he 
was the intimate friend of the prince of 
Wales, he remained under the ban until 
he died in a foreign land. On the other 
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Valetine Baker, an offie 1 


re-elected to parliament after he had 


withdrawn hurriedly from the public 
gaze for two or three years. 

In our own country we severely put- 
ish fuworality during certain periods, 
aud then go to sleep until some unfor- 
tunate offender wakes us up again. The 
people readily forgave Alexander Hamil- 
ton who- frankly confessed his entangle- 
ment with a fast woman, but we are 
still abusing Aaron Burr, who had the 
gentiemanly vices of his age. 

Without referring to any special case, 
it is safe to say that we hold our public 
men to a more striet account than in 
past generations, and we do not believe 
that any man with the leose habits of 
Hamilton and Burr could long remain 
in public life. <A politician guilty of 
Sir Charles Dilke’s offenses could never 
have any standing in America. 

It is encouraging to watch the trend 
of public sentiment in this direction. The 
safeguards that protect the American 
home and American womanhood grow 
stronger in every generation, and the 
man who defies the standard of morality 
which governs the lives of the plain peo- 
ple of our country cannot hope for 
their friendship, their endorsement and 
their support. This is as it should be. 


An Unnecessary Parade. 

When the New York labor unions 
mect on the 20th it is possible that they 
will vote against the proposed parade of 
the unemployed workingmen. 

Such a parade would do no good, and 
it might do a great deal of harm. Our 
lawmakers at Washington understand 
the situation, and a procession of 100,000 
unemployed workingmen in New York 
would not give them any new light. 

We do not see why the suffering and 
discontented classes should desire to 
march through the streets with music 
and banners. It will do no good. If 
they desire to meet and by petitions and 
resolutions point out to congress the na- 
ture of the relief they demand, there 
will be no objection, and possibly such 
meetings would have a good effect. 

Put the parade idea is all wrong. It 
would increase the dissatisfaction and 
gloom of the masses. Other cities would 
follow the example of New York, and 
in Chicago and other western centers 
the lawless elements would take advant- 
age of the demonstration to stir up 
trouble. 

The parade should be postponed until 
times improve. 


The Florida Ship Canal. 

The ship canal across the Florida 
peninsula, which was suggested and ad- 
vocated so actively about a dozen years 
ago, is again prominently before the 
public. 

The western and southern congress- 
men are strongly in favor of the enter- 
prise, and a final survey will soon be 
made. The canal will be about three 
hundred feet wide and about one hun- 
dred and fifty miles in length. It will 
shorten the distance from New Orleans 
to Liverpool 1,000 miles, and vessels 
will save the dangerous voyage around 
the Florida keys and Bahamas, with 
the high insurance rates now exacted. 

The canal will link the west and south, 
enabling the products of the former sec- 
tion to be shipped direct to Europe with- 
out the expensive railway transportation 
across the continent. A new company, 
with millions of capital will push the 
scheme. The president is Judge James 
T. Spencer, of New York, and Senator 
Jones, of Nevada, Mr. H. M. Flagler, 
and other prominent men are interested 
in the enterprise. 

This great work would, of course, 
create a demand for labor, and make it 
necessary to increase the circulating me- 
dium. ‘This is an additional reason for 
free silver coinage, and the western con- 
gressmen see that it would advance the 
interests of their section. The naviga- 
tion of the Mississippi will have to be 
improved to meet the requirements of 
the ease, and the harbor of St. Augus- 
tine, the eastern terminus of the canal, 
will have to be deepened. The canal 
will cost about $50,000,000. _ There will 
be a cut of seventeen miles from St. 
Augustine to the St. John’s river, which 
will be followed several miles. Thena 
cut will be made to Orange lake, in a 
heavily. timbered yellow pine district, 
where it is proposed to establish a ship 
repair and navy yard. The canal then 
will go through Alachua county to the 
gulf. Everything is in readiness to 
proceed if a free silver coinage bill pass- 
es congress and if the government will 
improve the navigation of the Missis- 
sippi. 

The mere statement of these leading 
facts will cause the canal to receive the 
solid backing of the south and west. 
It brings the representatives of those 
sections into closer relations and will 
have an important bearing upon the 
silver legislation now pending in con- 
gress. When a rough estimate is made 
of the enormous saving in time, labor 
and money that. will result, it will be 
seen that $50,000,000 could hardly be 
invested to better advantage. 


There has been a tremendous effort made 
to convince the eastern public that the free 
coinage men of the senate would surrender 
their views on the financial issue. They 
will presént to the house a free coinage 
bill shaped to fit the pledge of the demo- 
cratic platform. That is the extent to 
which they will surrender their views.

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FINDING OF THE CORONER'S JURY. 


Meehan Carried to Jail Yesterday—He 
Tells the Story ofthe Killing. 
Full Particulars Given. 


In the big, flat, barred, iron cage, with 
its four grated sides and top and floor of 
sheet iron, standing in the upstairs corri- 
dor of the county jail, Pat Meehan, the 
slayer of LKtobert McBride, spent last 
night. 

He was transferred from the police station 
at 5 o clock yesterday afternoon, and ex- 
pressed himself as being gratified at the 
charge. He left police headquarters in 
charge of Captain Thompson. The two 
rode to the jail in a hack. 

At the jail Captain Thompson turned 
over to Jailer Corrigan the warrant for 
murder, sworn out against Meshan by 
Will McBrdide, and Meehan formally be- 
came the guest of the state on the charge 
wf murder. He asked for the morning 
and afternoon papers, which he had not 
bad an opportunity of reading before leav- 
ing the police station. 

The Coroner's Inquest. 

At 9 o’clock yesterday morning Coroner 
Paden and the twelve men who were 
to decide about the killing of Robert Mc- 
Bride met again at Patterson's undertak- 
ing establishment.

adjustment of the affair. 

But Dr. Longino could not help but 
think that Carmichael could have averted 
the disaster, and after telling at length 
the story of McBride's visit to him, his vis- 
it to Carmichael, just as was given in yes- 
terday’s Constitution, he said of his confer- 
ence with Coweta’s sheriff, held after the 
hour of midnight: 

“I said to him that I had come to rep- 
resent McBride, who was as helpless as 
a babe. McBride says he has done wrong, 
takes all the blame on himself and is just 
waiting to do all that any man can do. 
He tells me you are his friend and puts 
his case in your hands. He wouldn’t have 
you lose confidence in him for a million 
dollars, and will make every apology in 
the world to Mrs. Meehan.”

There 
Were some plain expressions from the jury- 
Inn, and after considerable wrangling a 
compromise verdict was agreed upon. It 
declared that McBride came to his death 
from two pistol shot wounds inflicted by 
& pistol in the hands of Pat Meehan. It 
closed with the declaration: “We are not 
able to det>rmine the degree of the offense.” 

Meehan received the news of the verdict 
Without saying a word. He spent the 
morning very quietly in kis cell, receiving 
but a few visitors. One of his first callers 
Was Sheriff Carmichael, who came up on 
the early train and went at once to the 
Police station. Carmichael remained with 
Meehan quite awhile and promised to at- 
tend to all the outside details of his de- 
fense. He brought the prisoner a message 
from bis wife and home, which cheered 
Mtehan considerably.

rear. That's a cruel lie. 

‘McBride wrote that statement intend- 
ing to use it in his own defense. It was 
his idea when he wrote it that he might 
kill me and this statement, purporting to 
have been written in anticipation of death, 
would be good evidence in his defense. 

“I placed every confidence in McBride 
and so did my wife. We believed him to 
be a high minded gentleman with an irre- 
proachable moral character. If I liad not 
believed that I would never have admitted 
him to the shelter of my home. He always 
acted like a gentleman. Last summer when 
] Was at home he seemed to take a pleasure 
in making my vacation pleasant. [ liked 
him and knew nsothing, absolutely nothing 
against him until last Monday night. 1 
now believe him to have been a most im- 
moral man. 

“I came home to defend my wife from 
the insult he had given her. Sheriff Car- 
michael or no one is to blame for what I 
did. I do not know that my wife knew 
that I intended to kill McBride. She only 
knew that I had come home to protect 
her. 

“T came to Atlanta*Monday to louk after 
my business. I spent the day seeling goods 
and had no thought of meeting McBride 
here. I went to the depot to catch the train 
for home, and there I saw McBride by 
accident. I lost control of myself; I became 
uncontrollably angry when I thought of 
my helpless wife at home; when I thought 
of her delicate condition and that she is 
to be confined in about six weeks, and 
thought that I had trusted this man in 
my home with my loved ones, my wife and 
children, and he had grossly insulted my 
wie, 

“Il shot him with the thought of these 
things flooding throngh my brain. I re- 
gret that it was necessary. 

“If I had caught a man in the room with 
iny wife I would not have killed him; I 
would not even have been angry. I would 
have said to her, ‘Go, I am done with you 
forever,’ and to him that he might have 
her. But this was different. I was pro- 
tecting a virtuous and innocent woman. 
Here an innocent woman had been in- 
sulted and it was my duty to defend and 
protect her.” 

Mr. Meehan’s attention was called to 
the vow Will McBride had taken to avenge 
his brother’s death. He smiled faintly at 
this and replied: 

“Well, be will have to come to jail for 
his revenge.” 

Meehan has been in the employ of 
Applegate & Sons, wholesale whisky deal- 
ers Of Louisville, Ky., and on account of 
his trouble he will have to give up his po- 
sition. He says he will write to his firm 
today and tell them about his troubles. “TI 
guess they think I am doing a bad job 
now,” said he. 

A Carious Rumor. 

Mr. Mechan was asked about a rumor 
to the effect that his family had planned a 
match between Robert McBride and his 
wife's unmarried sister, Miss Minnie Mone- 
ghan. Miss Moneghan was for twelve 
Years a sister of mercy in the convent.of 
the Sacred Heart at Augusta. She left 
only last December and resumed her place 
in the outside world, going to Newnan 
and taking up her home with her sister. 
Rumor has had it since that she was in- 
duced to leave the convent with the view 
that a match might be made between she 
and McBride. Mr. Meehan strongly and 
emphatically denied this° last night. 

“Miss Moneghan left the convent because 
of ill health. I went to Augusta last De- 
eember and brought her to my home where 
she has since lived as one of my family.

Richmond and 
Danville train at-8:50 o’elock, accompanied 
by the heart-broken brother. The funeral 
will occurr at Elizabeth today. The father 
and mother of the dead man left Savannah: 
Monday night for Elizabeth.

Although but Eleven Years Old—Detectives 
Capture a Youthful Ofiender. 


An eleven-year-old safe robber is a novel- 
ty even in the most hardened criminal cir- 
cles. Such a phenomenon did the city de- 
tectives add to their menagerie of criminals 
yesterday morning. 

Lhe new find is Thomas Knowell, very 
black, very bright eyed, very ragged and 
very humble. tHe gives promise of eclips- 
ing the fame of some of the most noted 
criminals in the country and the dctectives 
fee] proud of him. 

Young Knowell has Deen working at odd 
jobs around the furniture store of B. M. 
White & Co., on Edgewood avenue. 
is too small to be of much service, but 
what, he lacks in size he supplies in bright- 
ness. in fact, he has displayed tact and 
judgment enough to warrint the manager 
In turning the eutire affairs of the company 
to his youthful manag2ment. He is not 
at all backward ip telling what he knows 
and volunteered advice and opinion without 
the least hesitation and without any 
charge above the paltry dimes he received 
for his occasional jobs of work. 

Night before last he noticed that Mr. 
White did not lock his safe when he closed 
up the store. He had previously noticed 
that there was quite qa sum of money m 
the drawer in the safe and hau noted how 
the drawer was arranged. He quietly slip- 
ped up a window as Mr. White was leay- 
ing the store, and when the doors were 
locked up for the nizht. 

Some time very ‘ate that nizht little 
Knowell returned to the store and sought 
out that window. He found it all right 
enough in the moonlight and he clambered 
up to it and through it into the interior of 
the storercom. He svoor found the safe 
and pulled it open. He had a little difficul- 
ty in getting out the safe, but although 
Thomad Kunowell is but a small lump of 
clay, Vely young in years, he is a mountain 
of will and he got that door open about as 
neatly and quickly as a professioned could 
have done it. 

Then Thomas Knowell displayed a trait 
peculiar to some burglars of his class. He 
did not take all the money he found in the 
safe. He knew these were hard times, and 
he evenly divided the contents of the 
drawer and took just half, about $55. He 
then made his exit.

BUT WILL MEET ANY EMERGENCY. 


Wide Awake and Willing, Yet They Are 
Confident and Commendebly Con- 
servaiive—W hat May Be Done. 


Every vank in Atlanta belonging to the 
clearing house was represented at the 
meeting last night, held at the cffice of 
Captain Robert Lowry in the Evyuitable 
building. 

Captain Lowry, who is president of the 
clearing house, p:esided over the meeting. 

All of the presidents of the banks and 
leading bankers of the city were present, 
and without delay the business before them 
was taken up, it being the petition from 
the Chamber of Commerce and citizens’ 
meeting held the day before asking the 
banks to issue clearing house certificates in 
case of necessity in order that the cotton 
crop may be moved speedily when it rolls 
into market. 

The resolution adopted by the moeting 
at the chamber of Commerce was read be- 
fore the bankers as soon as the meeting 
was called to order as follows: 

Whereas, In view of the importance of pro- 
viding ampie funds for handiing the cotton 
crop tributary to this market, and owing to 
the present financial condition, the money 
eenters heretofore furnishing the required 
currency cannot be relied on for the usual 
assistance, be it 

Resolved, That the associated banks of At- 
lanta be requested to issue ciearing house 
certificates in such amounts as may be found 
necessary to provide ampie funds for handling 
this business. 

This brought the bankers face to face 
with the issue, and a leagihy debate waé 
precipitated. 

In was cleer from the very outset that 
the bankers were more than willing to 
meet the demands made upon them by the 
citizens fu’ the petition, but the question 
that was sprung by many of the leading 
members of the clearing house was, is it 
the time for issuing clearing house certifi- 
cates now. 

The bankers went quite into a detailed 
examination of the situation confronting 
the banks and the people at present. ‘They 
manifested all deference to the wishes of 
the people, and it was clear from every 
speech that was made that the banks will 
meet the cotton trade with a readiness 
most saticfactory. But, the sentiment was 
general that the banks ought not to resort 
to extreme measures until the demands 
were correspondingly extreme. 

At pres@nt this is not the case with the 
They can meet all the demands 
the legitimate business of their patrons 
make upon them. They have not felt the 
pressure of the hard times reported from 
other cities. They are in excellent condi- 
tion. There is no fright, no doubt among 
the business men who do business with the 
Atlanta banks, and surely these considera- 
tions were not such as to warrant the banks 
to leap hastily into a system of exchange 
that has ot been found necessary here in 
years past. 

Still there was that feeling of willingness 
manifested on all sides to meet every issue 
bearing upon the best interests of the city. 
There was not the slightest opposition ex- 
pressed against the plan suggested by the 
meeting of the citizens, the plan of issuing 
clearing house certificates. 

It was the opinion of Captain English, of 
the American Trust and Banking Com- 
pany, and oths that if when the cotton 
crop begins to come in there is not suffi- 
cient cash to handle it, it would be very 
wise and well to have the banks compos- 
ing the clearing house issue these certifi- 
cates, but circulate them only among them- 
selves, not among the trading people. 
Then later if it became necessary to issue 
certificates that may be used in pushing 
off the cotton crop from the Atlanta market 
let it be done. But, certainly, not until the 
banks had manipulated clearing house cer- 
tificates among themselves, it being easily 
believed that this would be sufficient. 

The bankers showed every sign of being 
wide awake. They were at the same time 
cautious. If they had been acting under 
the impulse of a crisis they would have 
certainly not hesitated to declare in favor 
of issuing the certificates as asked for by 
the citizens’ meeting. But the fact must 
not be overlooked that the Atlanta bankers 
did not meet under such impulses. 

A Committee Appointed. 

After much discussion and debate in the 
line set forth above it was decided by the 
members of the clearing house to take no 
definite action on the matter at present, 
but to appoint a committee to take the-mat- 
ter under consideration and await instruc- 
tions from the clearing house. 

(This committee consists of [President 
Lowry, Mr. Romare, of the Atlanta Na- 
tional, and Mr. Collier, of the Capital 
City, and they were instructed to inquire 
into the operation of the clearing house 
‘certificate plan inaugurated by the city of 
New York and other cities east and 
west that have been compelled to bridge 
over the hard times in this way. 

The committee will get the forme of the 
certificates and have everything in readiness 
for the action of the clearing house of At- 
lanta if it should at any time become nec- 
essary to lubricate the machinery of the 
city’s financial system with such methods. 

Representatives from all of the clearing 
house banks of the city were present at the 
meeting as follows: Atlanta National 
bank, Lowry Banking Company, Capital 
City bank, American Trust. and’ Banking 
Company, Maddox-Rucker Banking Com- 
pany, Merchants’ bank, Southern Banking 
and Trust Company, Neal Loan and Bank- 
ing Company and the Atlanta Trust and 
Banking Company.

Night to Hear the Addresses. 


ALL WERE WELL PAID FOR THE EVENING 


Many of the Most Interesting Talks of the 
Week Were Made by Those Who 
Responded to the Call. 


Atlanta has twenty-six labor organiza- 
tions, every one of which js in a prosperous 
and healthy condition, 

Representatives of nineteen of the twenty- 
8ix met last night in the halb of the At- 
lanta Industrial council and before one 
of the largest and most attentive audiences 
assembled together. 

The industrial council is composed of 
delegates from the various organizations 
in the city and when it meets the liveliest in- 
terest is shown in the welfare of the con- 
gress by the attendance, which is now 
growing. When the council was formed in 
January last it was made up of six members, 
but since then it has grown until now it is 
almost impossible to find a comfortable seat 
in the hall. \ 

The meeting last night was one of the 
most interesting and entertaining the coun- 
cil has ever had. When president Evans 
called the meeting to order there was not 
@ vacant chair in the hall and those who 
filled the chairs were among the leaders of 
the various trades in the city. There was 
no formality about the meeting and those 
who dropped into the hall found it a most 
entertaining place for an hour or more. 
It was brightly lighted and the cooi air 
found its way through the whiskers of 
those present. The council when it was 
organized was intended for an interchange 
of ideas among the members and the in- 
terchange last night cannot help resulting 
in good to those who were present, 

Mr. Dave Vinning was the first gentle 
man to speak and his talk was like it ai- 
ways is, interesting and catchy. He took 


was called on twice, that the laboring men 
should stand together and work with their 
ballots for what they wanted. He de- 
clared that one of the needs of the work- 
ing man and of the people generally was 
the supplying of books to their children at 
the schools free of cost. He declared that 
Atlanta has the best and most complete 
system of free schools in the country and 
said that the system could be made better 
by giving the children books free. He as- 
serted that the educational system of At- 
lanta was equal to that at Athens and 
other college towns, but thought jt was far 
better to keep the childen at home aud 
educate them. Mr. Vinning’s talk caught 
the audience and placed him among them as 
a leader on the proposit\on for free schvol- 
books. 

Mr. White, the president of the federa- 
tion of trades, was called tor and made one 
of the neatest talks of the evening. It 
was short and to the point. He deciare'l 
that the council had a broad, wide future 
before it, and that much good would come 
to the laboring man from the frequent and 
free cousultation- the council offered. Mr. 
White's talk was one to which chose pres 
ent hstened attentively, 

Mr. Cisburn, of the paper hangers’ union, 
made probabiy one ot tue best and sound- 
est talks of the evening, Mr. Usburn has 
been all over the country working in the 
interest ot labor, and bus had-an oppor- 
tunity to judge the seninmnent of the peo- 
ple. tle. hus jbeen a delegate to many 
of the’ national conventions and knows 
how the working men generally feel. He 
is @ young man of good inteilect and stud- 
les ahe situation well. When he arose 
last night the members present knew that 
something interesting and entertaining was 
g0ing to be said, and gave him the cidsest 
attention. tir. Osburn pictured the re 
lations between capital and trade and said 
that the working man had made his mis- 
take jn not watching how he voted. He de 
clared that the day of boycotts and strikes 
was about over, and that the working 
man wieuld/hunt for the remedy ‘re 
he could find it—at the ballot box. is 
talk was one of the smoothest and evenest 
of the meeting, and showed ciearly that 
he had given the situation a careful and 
faithful study. There was no abuse of 
any one in his speech, but a calm, ciear, 
logical presentation of the facts as they 
really exist. Mr. Osburn has a clear, good, 
round voice, and there is much of the 
natural born orator about him. He talks 
in the easiest and freest manner imagina- 
bie, and would eatch almost any audi- 
ence. He argues well and uses good 
language in all his utterances. 

Mr. Welch, who was a candidate for 
council last fall, came next in order and 
made one of those sensible talks for which 
he is well known among those who have 
heard him. 

Mr. Shearer, the songbird of the trades- 
men, came next and entertained the audi- 
ence with the “Red, White and Biue.” 
No one can sing that old story like Brother 
Shearer, and before he had finished it half 
the audience was joining jn the chorus. 

Dr. Curtis followed Mr. Shearer, and 
spoke of the good the order had been to him 
and the laboring class generally. 

Mr. Moore made one of the most sensi- 
ble talks of the evening. It was very 
much on the same line as that of Mr. Os- 
burn, but was presented in an entirely 
different way. It pleased the audience 
and well may the audience have been 
pleased, for fewer better talks are ever 
made on the labor question. It was eon- 
servative and wel] timed all the way 
through and pleased the audience. 

Mr. Cramer spoke for several minutes 
and pleased those who heard him. 

No pleasanter talk was made than the 
one Mr. Morrison made. Mr. Morrison is 
a paper hanger, but he is one of the best 
read men in the city and handled the ques- 
tions of the day in the most learned man- 
ner. He showed himself thoroughly at 
home on the tariff question and the question 
of silver and described his ideas of relief. 
It was an instructive as well as an inter- 
esting talk. 

Deputy Marshal Humphreys and others 
spoke before the meeting adjourned, and 
when the meeting did adjourn every one 
who was there was glad that he had been 
present. 

eBfore the meeting adjourned President 
Evans announced that Mr. Osburn would 
speak at the courthouse next Friday nicht 
on the labor question and invited all to be 
present. Those who want to hear a good, 
clever story of the situation as it appears 
to Mr. Osburn can do nothing better than 
to go to the courthouse. His talk will 
convince any one who hears him that he 
is right in the matter. —

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HARD LOTS. 


County Convicts Often Have a Rough 
Time of It and No Redress. 


A CASE REPORTED FROM BIBB. 


A Prisoner on the Chaingang Begs the 
Governor to Transfer Him to 
the Penitentiary. 


—— | 


The legislature at its next session, which 
begins in October, will have to do some: 
thing with the county chaingang systein. 

Some legislation relating to the control 
of the chaingang prisoners will be brought 
before the general assembly. Most likely 
Governor Northen will touch on the subject 
in his message and make recommendations 


to the legislature. 

“No one feels it his duty to look after 
the county convicts and no doubt they are 
often treated cruelly,” said the governor yes- 
terday. “There was a case reported from 
Greene county recently and another re- 
ported from Bibb, and information frequent- 
ly comes here of the bad treatment of the 
county prisoners. But the governor has 
nothing to do with them now and there 
is no general system of inspection. We 
have the penitentiary department in very 
good shape. An inspector makes regular 
visits to the various camps and if all 1s 
not going on right there he makes a report 
of it and it is remedied. Whenever & case 
of cruelty is reported from a chaingang 
the blame -is put on the penitentiary de- 
partment outside of the state. There should 
be an inspection of these chaingangs and 
mismanagement should be reported to the 


governor. 

The case from Bibb is that of a prisoner 
named C. A. Abbott, who was sent to the 
chaingang by Judge Ross, of the city court 
of Macon, for larceny from the house. The 
amount which Abbott got was small, but 
the case looked bad against him. Rather, 
there were two cases and he was sentenced 
to a year on each. Abbott was sentenced 
a. few weeks ago. He did not take to the 
gang at all and wrote to the governor, 
putting up a tale of wretched suffering and 
cruelty. He said that he was compelled to 
work fourteen hours a day, rain or shine, 
and if he went to the quarters wet he had 
to sleep in his wet clothes. He complained 
that he had to sleep between two negroes. 
He said that he was often whipped severe- 
iy and declared that there were-mafks. on 
his back. The diet was fat meat and 
corn bread, with greens on Sunday, he 
said. This food, he stated, he had no 
appetite for and could not retain it after 
eating. The meals were generally served 
cold. There were eight days that he re 
tained nothing on his stomach, he said. 
Being half starved, lashed and compelled to 
sleep on a blanket, Abbott begged the gov- 
ernor to send him to the penitentiary and 
let him serve out his sentence there. He 
wus gure the penitentiary would be prefer- 
able. 

The governor had no power to do any- 
thing in the matter except to get some 
one to inquire about Abbott as a personal 
favor to himself. From what has been 
learned, Abbott greatly exaggerated his 
treatment. He was possibly a house thief 
of a bad stripe or possibly a burglar. He 
had a way of going into boarding houses 
and if discovered in a room would pretend 
that he was looking for some one whom 
he would pretend he thought lived there. 
On the occasion that he was caught he 
had taken an old pocket knife and a few 
articles of small value. But the circum: 
stances were ugly. Abbott had not been 
used to work and when he first went to the 
gang he was not worked on long hours, 
but was given more rest than the others 
in the middle of the day. Then he was 
allowed to rest every third day. He claimed 
to be sick several days and laid off. Once 
he was cut three or four times with a 
bridle strap by Superintendent Paschal, 
who came along and found him gehirking 
work. One blow cut through the skin on 
the back and left a mark, but Abbott has 
said that it did not disturb him much. The 
food is about as he describes it and the 
county furnishes nothing else. Abbott's 
treatment was about the same as that of 
other convicts, except that he did not have 
to work so hard and evidently was not 
used to it. He has suffered from indiges- 
tion since being on the gang. 

from his request to be transferred to 
the penitentiary it is presumed that he has 
been there and knows what it is like. Be- 
fore and during his trial he would not say 
anything as to where he was from or give 
auuy information as to himself. During the 
progress of the case and while he @ras in 
the prisoner's dock unknown parties spoke 
to him and they were supposed to be his 
pals. Now he says he is a married man 
und has a wife and.child who are desti- 
tute. He refers to Senator Pasco, of Flor- 
ida and Hon. A. G. Hartridge, of Jack- 
sonville, Fla. 

It is admitted that prisoners have a hard 
time of it on the chaingang, but it is denied 
that they are treated cruelly. That their 
condition should be looked after all agree. 

‘Che governor has not done anything with 
Abbott’s request and could not do but 
one thing and that would be to pardon 
him. This is not likely to come. Abbott 
wrote that he expected to be killed if it was 
learned that he had written to the govern- 
or, but the superintendent will not treat 
him any differently on that account. 

Governor Northen has learned to take all 
these complaints with due allowance, but 
he knows, too, that there is often ground 
for some complaint and he wants some 
protection thrown around the prisoners. 

e favors an inspection of the chaingangs 
and of the county jails, too. A few cases 
of cruel treatment and suffering have been 
reported from the jails, where prisoners 
often have to lie for weeks without atten- 
tion. Many of the counties have no phy- 
sician to look after the convicts and their 
medical treatment is left to an unprofes- 
sional man. The county commissioners 
may put the blame on the road commission- 
ery and there are so many of them tha: 
the responsibility is not felt much by an 
individual. ;

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jndge Haley, the Commissioner, Has a 


Strange Prisoner, 
HE WAS CAPTURED WITH A MOONSHINER 


In One of the Marshes of Haralson County 
by Officer McoDonald—A Thrilling 
Story Brought to Light, 


A rattlesnake played an important part 
in a hearing before Judge Haley, the Unit- 
ed States commissioner, yesterday morn- 
ing. 

It was not a watermelon, either, but as 
live a rattler as ever crawled on the 
ground. Ife was five feet im length, with 
several buttons on the end of his tail, and 
was hatched out among the marshes of 
Haralson county in the upper part of the 
state. 

The appearance of the rattlesnake in 
court was the illustration of a good story, 
and the story as gathered from the of- 
ficers yesterday is substantially as fol- 
lows: 

In one of the dark retreats of Haralson 
county, to which the moonshiners betake 
themselves for the purpose of extracting 
the juice from the corn, there has been 
operated for a number of years an illicit 
distillery. This distillery has been captur- 
ed several times, but only to rise. again 
like the ghost of Banquo, to resume its op- 
erations with renewed vigor, ‘The locality 
is well known to the othecers of the law, 
but to the average man, who has a care 
for his self-preservation, the region is sur- 
rounded with an atmosphere of mystery 
and peopled with all of the foul inhabi- 
tuuts that usually frequent the neighbor- 
hood of the swamp, 

Not far frum this distillery is a den of 
rattiesnakes and by a magic peculiar to the 
woonushiners, these rattlesnakes are held 
in subjugation, (‘The moonshiners can 
wander about at will among the marshes 
Without feeling the serpent’s tooth and to 
them the sound of the rattle is welcome 
aiusic in the wee sma’ hours of the night. 

ln view of the nature of the locality it 
galls for no little bravery on the part of 
the oflicer of the law to tackle a still sur- 
rounded by so many dangers and guarded 
by such uncanny sentinels, so to speak, 
as those stationed in the bushes to ward 
off the approach of the uninvited guest. 

This is a very imperfect idea of the eitu- 
fAtion, but it serves in a rough manner 
to illustrate the story. 

A few days ago Deputy McDonald de- 
cided to go into Haralson county for the 
purpose of making a raid. He understood 
the character of the ground that he would 
have to tread, but the apprehensions of the 
officer were overruled by a sense of duty. 
He made up his mind to go at all hazards, 
and, if possible, to bring back not only 
n moonshiner, but one of his scaly protec- 
tors. 

He selected his time and, having drawn 
up his forces, he made a move in the dl- 
rection of the quarter, Without detailing 
the nature of the attack, it suffices to say 
that he captured the still and with it one 
of the largest rattlesnakes in the swamp.

Railroad Officials Have to Answer Com- 
plaints from Patrons. 


A PETITION BROUGHT FROM LOUVALE 


Cotton Factors Ask Relief from a System 
of Shipping W hich Is Breaking 
Up Their Business.

The state railroad commission met yes- 
terday and heard petitions against the aban- 
donment of a station on the Sam and for 
relief of cotton factors at Rome and Co- 


lumbus, 

The petition in regard to the station was 
from residents around Louvale, which is 
above Lumpkin, The road makes a sharp 
angle at each of those points and it has 
been resurveyed and the direction the line 
is to take leaves the present station of 
Louvale off on one side a mile or more. 
In the petition against the removal of the 
station it was stated that the community 
about the present station subscribed $29,- 
QUO to the company’s stock and that the 
neighborhood right around the station has 
been built up on the belief that it was to 
be a permanent depot, In reply to the pe- 
tition the road showed that it would be 
much cheaper to build the proposed cut 
off, thus shortening the line. Mr. Sam 
Hawkins, receiver of the road, Mr. Wil- 
burn, general freight agent, appeared on 
one side and Walter Charlton and others 
on the other. Mr, W. W. Starr, formerly 
superintendeut of the Central of Georgia, 
Was ¢Xamined as an expert and he said 
that the station ought not to be abandoned. 

The decision of the commission was re- 
served. 

Some of the cotton factors of Rome made 
2 statement of their case, saying that the 
present system of giving through bills of 
iading from the initial point to Liverpool 
or other European ports operates agaiust 
them. ‘The factors have warehouses, but 
when cotton comes to Kome on a through 
bill of lading it goes to the compress and 
one buyer, who has the compress and ware- 
house there, charges them storage. In- 
stead of putting the cotton in their own 
warehouses the factors have to pay stor- 
age to a buyer who does not advance to the 
farmer. Major Shellman, traflic manager 
of the Central, and Major [itzgerald, trattic 
manager of the East Tennessee, stated 
that when they give through bills of lad- 
ing they cannot afford to let the cotton go 
vut of their control, They recognized the 
fact that the change of the method of doing 
business through the new system puts the 
factors at some disadvantage, but that 
cannot well be helped. The tendency of 
the cotton business now is to wipe out the 
interier cotton centers. ‘True a few years 
ago the factors received a great butik of 
the cotton at their warehouses, but now 
it goes to the compress and on through. 
Chairman Trammell suggested that the best 
remedy for the factors would be to go into 
the compressing business themselves. The 
through business is under the interstate 
commission and cannot be regulated by the 
board, ‘The proposition to charge a full 
local rate from the initial point to the ware- 
house point and then give the factors a 
rebate when he reshipped by the line which 
had delivered him the cotton was not ac- 
cepted. as feasible under the precedente of 
the commission, The trouble nowadays is 
that the great buyers send their agente 
into the country and buy at the etations 
or on the farms and get through bills and 
when the cotton reaches the town other 
eotton can be substituted. That is lawful 
and tends to wipe out one of the middle 
men, The factors may not get mueh cot- 
ton except what comes in on wagons. 

No decision was rendered in thig case 
either. ,

Damage Suits Ranging in Amount from 
$2,500 to $25,000 Filed—Yester- 
day Was Return Day. 


Yesterday was return day in the office of 
Judge Tanner and suits of all sorts were 
filed: divorce suits, damage suits, suits on 
account, in fact, suits to suit anybody. 

Stories of alleged woeful accidents result- 
ing in permanent injuries, histories of do- 
mestic troubles and unbearable cruel treat- 
ment, aud concise statements of business 
misunderstandings with prayers for relief 
were all told in the same legal form. 

Mrs. Lillie Fambro filed a suit for divorce 
yesterday against her husband, T. J. 
Fambro. The petition sets forth that the 
two were married on the 25th of February 
1892, and that eight months after the 
marriage ceremony had taken place Fam- 
bro began a series of, or system, of cruel 
treatment. 

It.is alleged that after a baby was born 
to them the husband renewed his cruel 
treatment, and that when the infant was 
only three or four weeks old I*ambro 
slapped it in the mouth. On one occasion 
it is said that he slapped the baby and held 
his hand over its mouth to stifle its cries; 
the child was with difficulty revived by 
the mother, who was still very weak. At 
one time, the petitioner alleges, she asked 
him for a stamp to put on a letter which 
she hed written to her relatives; Fambro 
refused, saying that they, the relatives, 
were not worth 2 cents. He had previous 
to this refused to let his wife go on a 
visit to her old home. She asks for a total 
divorce and permanent alimony. 

He Kecame a Hibitual Drunkard. 

Another suit for divorce was that of 
Mrs. Fannie Eudora Snider, who says 
that she was married to one O. H. Snider 
in November of 18S86.° The petition de- 
clares that he became a habitual drunkard, 
and did not aid in the support of their sev- 
eral children. The petitioner alleges that 
she opened a boarding house in order that 
she might earn money for the support of 
the children, and that as soon as her hus- 
band heard of it he made a regular prac- 
tice of coming tothe boarding house for 
his meals, not paying anything for them. 
He became so obnoxious that Mrs. Snider 
was obliged to. close her little hotel. She 
sues for a total divorce and a temporary 
alimony. 

Two More Divorce Suits Filed. 

Marie Mercer sues for a divorce from her 
husband, Ty. Mercer. She alleges that 
immediately after the marriage he began 
to curse her and to ill treat her, bringing 
on a long and serious illness. They have 
no children and petitioner wants her maiden 
name, Which is Marie Kerr, restored along 
with the total divorce. 

Mantha Nolan desires a divoce from her 
husband, W. T. Nolan. She says that they 
lived together for some time as husband 
and wig, but that the said William Nolan 
deserted her without any cause whatever. 
The kind of divorce she desires is a total 
one. 

Some Heavy Damage Suits. 

Mary Louse Tracy filed a suit yester- 
ion on the Atlanta City Railway Compa- 
ny for $25,000. She alleges that the com- 
pany accused her of being short in her 
accounts and that she was not. She was 
saleswoman at the store. 

This suit is followed by one from her 
uncle J. G. St. Amand, who sues the 
saine company for $2,500. He alleges that 
he paid $250 to the said company to eover 
an alleged shortage of Mary Louise Tracy, 
his niece. He has since discovered that 
there was no shortage, according to the 
petition, and that the company has refused 
to pay back the amount paid to it by him. 

A suit for damage to the amount of 
$20,000 was filed yesterday by Hillery 
Wall on account of the death of his son, 
William Wall, who was killed in a collis- 
ion on the Atlanta City Railrway Compa- 
ny. The boy was standing on the front end 
of a*car on the platform and was crushed 
to death. The mortormen of the two cars 
were winable to control them, and one of 
the mortormen jumped. The accident oc- 
curred about two months ago.

O. C. Watkins, through his next friend 
and father, sues the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern railroad for $5,000 damages.
